Now He appears to them 
again on the beach at the Sea of 
Tiberias (c r Galilee I It happened 
in this wise Simon Peter. Thom­

the two sons of 
Zebeden and two other disciples. 
were together 
Peter said he was 
going fishing, and so all said they 
would go too 
They boarded a 
small fishing ship and fished all 
night, without catching a fish. 
When morning came they were 
near the shore and saw’ a man on 
the beach 
It wa* Jesus Christ, 
but “they knew Him not " 
He 
called to them. “Children, have 
ye any m eat ?’* or as we would 
say, 
“ Have 
you 
caught 
any­ 
th in g ? ' They answered. No. 
“And He said unto them. Cast 
the net on the right side of the 
ship, and ye shall find They cast 
therefore and now they were not 
able to draw it for the multitude 
of fishes ” 
John, the beloved disciple.'first 
recognized Jesus and said to Pe­ 
ter. “It is the Lord.” When Si­ 
mon Peter heard this he threw’ 
himself into the sea. presumably 
to swim or wade ashore to meet 
the Master 
The others came in 
the little ship dragging the net 
with the fishes. 
When they came to land they 
ta w there was a fire on the beach 
and fish laid thereon, and bread. 
Jesus told them to bring the fish 
they had caught. Peter drew the 
n e t’to land full of “g reat fishes.” 
253 cf them, but even with so 
many the net had not broken. 
Jesus said to them, “Come and 


dine,” and none of the disciples 
dared ask Him. “Who art T hou?" 
knowing it was the Lord. 
* Jesus took bread and gave it 
to them, and also fish 
And this 
was the third time the Risen Lord 
had shewn Himself after His res­ 
urrection. 
At first thought it might seem 
strange that Jesus should address 
these men. many cf whom were 
older than He, as "Children." but 
it was a sweet, affectionate way 
of greeting those who had for so 
long been His constant compan­ 
ions 
After these appearances of Je­ 
sus and after He had left them 
and gone 
to 
His Father, they 
preached His gospel everywhere. 
without fear and with great suc­ 
cess 
He had gone but His spirit 
was with them, and they would 
one day share His glory W hether 
death came to them by m arty r­ 
dom cr naturally, their future 
wa* sure and they were not afraid. 
In his letter to the Colossians. 
Paul pleads with them to look 
up to ming* above, not down on 
things of the earth. “ If ye then 
be risen with Christ, seek those 
things which 
are above, where 
Christ sitteth on the right hand 
of God.” 
- Their reward would come, he 
wrote, for “ When Christ, who is 
our life, shall appear, then shall 
ye 
also 
appear 
with 
Him 
In 
glory." This was his promise to 
these friends who were often in 
danger cf their lives merely by 
being 
known . as 
followers 
of 
Christ. 
John, in his first epistle, also 
pleads with his fellow Christians 
in Colosse. a great city In the 
province of Asia. and he urges 
them to live in love with one an­ 
other while still on the earth. 
“Beloved, if God so loved us. 
we ought to love one another. 
“No man hath seen God at any 
time. 
If we love one another. 
God dwelleth in us, and His love 
is perfected In us.” 
These early C hristians.' those 
who had known Jesus when He 
wa* on earth, and those who fol­ 
lowed shortly after, had the spirit 
cf the Risen Lord in their hearts 
and in their lives.
